The president was sincerely attached i 
to Craig, the secret service man who

Craig's personality and because of the 
attachm ent the children felt for him, 
and he Is sincerely grieved at Craig's 
death.

Cortelyou dined with the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, leaving on a late train 
for their sum m er home at Hempstead. 
The following account of the accident 
was obtained from a member of the 
president’s party: 
"The president and his party were 
riding In an open landau drawn by four 
horses en route for Lenox 
The presi­ 
dent, Governor C rane and Secretary 
Cortelyou were in the vehicle, and 
Craig was on the box with the driver. 
The landau wa i followed by half a 
dozen other carriages. 
"The trolley car raced down the hill 
from behind, being within sight of the 
procession for hslf a miie and going 
at a speed of from forty to fifty miles 
an hour. 
The carriages In the rear 
m anaged to get out of the way, b t 
the president s was at a part of the 
road where the space to the right of 
the trolley track was very narrow. 
•The driver had Just turned the car­ 
riage to the left across the track when 
the car struck 
It. hurling carriage, 
horses and men th irty or forty feet 
ahead. 
"The president was stunned for but 
a second, and springing to his feet 
walked back about fifteen yards to 
where the trolley had stopped and told 
the motorman th at unless th«' car had 
gotten beyond his control, which did 
not seem possible, he had committed 
an act of crim inal recklessness which 
had resulted in the death of at least 
one man. 
"The president and Mr. Cortelyou 
went into a farm house and washed the 
blood from their faces, the president’s 
mouth and Mr. Cortelyou 'n head bleed­ 
ing a good deal. 
The president then 
directed that one of the other carr.ages 
be brought up, and that the trip be 
con tinu ed according to program, which 
was done.”
